Summary: A new combination Chengiopanax 
sciadophylloides f. albovariegatus (Sugaya) 
H. Ohashi ( Araliaceae ) is proposed based on 
the collection A. Kimura & S. Sugaya s.n. 
(TUS28128). 

A specimen with white-variegated leaves 
of Chengiopanax sciadophylloides (Franch. 
& Sav.) C. B. Shang & J. Y. Huang was 


reported by Sugaya (1955) as Acanthopanax 
sciadophylloides Franch. & Sav. from Aomori 
Pref., northernmost Honshu. There are three type 
specimens collected in 1952 in TUS, of which 
all the leaves are variegated as shown in case of 
the holotype (Fig. 1). This deciduous plant had 
produced variegated leaves through three years 
(Sugaya 1955). For preparation of the family 
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(Heibonsha Ltd. Publisher, Tokyo) the form will 
be recorded as distinct. Although taxonomic 
treatment of variegated forms in various groups 
in the vascular plants are broadly controversial, 
this leaf-variegated form of C. sciadophylloides 
is conveniently recognized as a distinct taxon. 
Variegated plants of the species appear to be 
very rare. Only one another collection is in TUS 
collected in 1998, but it bears both variegated 
and normal leaves on one branch (Fig. 2). The 
following new combination is proposed here:
